The moderator, Mr. Ernest Peter opened the polls at 1:00 p.m. on 
March 8, 1988 at the Gilsum Town Hall to bring in the ballots for electing 


Town Officers for the ensuing year.

The annual Town Meeting of Gilsum, held in the Town Hall was called to 
order at 7:47 pm by Moderator Ernest Peter. The meeting began with a moment 
of silent prayer, followed by the Pledge of Allegiance. 


The list of newly elected Town Officers was read and those present were 
sworn in. 


The following articles were acted upon during the meeting: 


1. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 
to be placed in the Fire Truck Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 1 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Jones, 
seconded by Mr. Finch, no discussion, voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


2. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,000 
to be placed in the Dump Truck Capital Reserve Fund. 


Article 2 was read by Mr. Peter, then a motion was made and seconded to 
amend article 2 as follows: To see if the Town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $2,000 to be placed in the Dump Truck Capital 
Reserve Fund, and $2,000 to be placed in the Town Hall Capital Reserve 
Fund. No discussion, the article was voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


+. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $9,650 
for the purpose of completing the Town tax maps. 


Article 3 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Calhoun, and 
seconded by Mrs. Hastings. The Selectmen explained the article by 
stating the Town hired a firm for $19,650 to re-do the tax maps over a 
two-year period. $10,000 was appropriated last year, and it is necessary 
to appropriate the remainder of $9,650 for this year. The work should be 
completed by the end of the year. The article was voted on by a show of 
hands, and approved unanimously. 


4. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $31,806 
to resurface a portion of Belvedere Road. 


Article 4 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Finch, and 
seconded by Mr. Lounder. Some discussion ensued in regard to what 
portion of Belvedere Road was to be repaved. Mr. Hasbrouck explained 
approximately 1/2 mile in the area of the 1986 flood damage. The article 
was voted on by a show of hands, and approved unanimously. 


5. To receive the report of the Budget Committee, to raise and appropriate 
such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town expenses; and to 
act in any manner relating thereto. 


Article 5 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Malott, and 


seconded.

* PUBLIC SAFETY: There was considerable discussion in reference to 
the Police Department budget. Mr. Dauphin read the original budget re- 
quest and explained the Selectmen lowered the initial request of $9,945 
to $7,200. Mrs. Lounder questioned the availability of the Police Depart- 
ment, and an explanation was offered by Mr. Dauphin that there is always 
an officer on call, and that, coupled with the Mutual Aid is sufficient 
coverage. Mr. Young questioned the feasability of a full time officer, 
and an explanation was offered that the salary would be $18,000 to 
$20,000 per year. Mr. Hasbrouck, in answer to a question of insurance, 
explained the Town's policy in regard to the Fire and Police Departments. 


** SANITATION: Mrs. Malott questioned the status of the plans for 
recycling. Mr. Hasbrouck explained that it is the intent of the Town to 
have the dump site to be to the advantage of the Town, and that instruc- 
tions for recycling are clearly posted at the dump, and that glass, 
aluminum, newspapers, tires, wood, etc. should be separated accordingly. 
Mr. Lounder asked if there was an attendant on duty to separate, for a 
fee, trash being brought in. Mr. Hasbrouck explained the trash is to be 
separated before being brought in to the dump. Mr. Cushing recommended 
a "pay per pound" fee for the use of the Transfer Station. 


The appropriated amount of $230,378 was voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 
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To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 72:1-c which 
authorizes any town or city to elect not to assess, levy and collect a 
resident tax. 


Article 6 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Fleishman, and 
seconded by Mrs. Hastings. Mrs. Hall questioned the advantage of not 
collecting the residence tax, and Mr. Hasbrouck explained the tax is not 
cost effective. Voted on by a show of hands, approved by a majority with 
3 descending [dissenting] votes. 


To see if the Town will vote to adopt the provisions of RSA 80:58-86 for 
a real estate tax lien procedure. These statutes provide that tax sales 
to private individuals for nonpayment of property taxes on real estate 
are replaced with a real estate tax lien procedure under which only a 
municipality or county where the property is located or the State may 
acquire a tax lien against such land and buildings for unpaid taxes. 


Article 7 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Calhoun, 
seconded by Mr. Lounder. The Selectmen explained the law was to prevent 
private individuals or investors from buying tax liens that otherwise the 
Town would acquire. Voted on by a show of hands and approved unani- 
mously. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen of the Town to 
grant to Maggie H. Geehan the real property to the south of Old Route #10 
at the Intersection with Route #10, between real property presently owned 
by Maggie H. Geehan and nine feet from the center of Old Route #10. 


Article 8 was read by Mr. Peter, a motion was made by Mr. Young, and 
seconded by Mrs. Lounder to amend the article to read: To see if the 
Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen of the Town to grant to Maggie 
H. Geehan, the real property to the south of Old Route #10 at the inter- 
section with Route #10, between the real property presently owned by 
Maggie H. Geehan and nine feet from the center of Old Route #10 for 
$1.00. In exchange for the grant of real property, Maggie H. Geehan, her 
successors and/or assigns guarantee to waive any and all liability to the 
Town for possible sale contamination of the well located on the property, 
and to grant to the Town an easement for the purpose of accumulation of 
plowed snow along the edge of Old Route #10, and for the purpose of 
maintaining and installing any necessary ditches and culverts. 


Discussion ensued as to the location of the house and the reasons for the 
article. Mrs. Hasbrouck questioned the word "salt" and a motion was made 
and seconded to strike the word "salt" from the amended article. Mr. 
Cook questioned if the amendment would satisfy the concerns of the Road 
Agent and the Selectmen assured him the amendment answered most of the 
Road Agent's concerns. Voted on by a show of hands, and the amended 
amendment was approved unanimously. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Trustees of the Gilsum 
Library to accept any gifts or grants from persons, estates, or govern- 
mental sources that may become available during the year; pursuant to RSA 
202-1:13. 
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Article 9 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mrs. Peter, 
seconded by Mr. Jones, no discussion, voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Trustees of the Trust Funds 
to open new funds that may arise during the year. 


Article 10 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Lounder, 
seconded by Mr. Calhoun, no discussio, voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to borrow money 
in anticipation of taxes. 


Article 11 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Hastings, 
seconded by Mr. Bianchi. No discussion, voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to appoint a 
committee to take charge of the observation of Memorial Day. 


Article 12 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Mercer, 
seconded by Mrs. Molesky, no discussion, voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Selectmen to issue permits, 
without charge, for the supervised activities held on the Town Parade 
Grounds or the Baseball Field; said permits to include the erection of 
temporary structures. 


Article 13 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Young, 
seconded by Mrs. Hall, no discussion, voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


To see if the Town will authorize the Selectmen to sell any or all pieces 
of real estate, either by auction or private sale, acquired by tax deed, 
said property to be advertised for sale for three weeks prior to sale. 


Article 14 was read by Mr. Peter, moved to the floor by Mr. Cushing and 
seconded. Considerable discussion followed about the method of sale of 
the property and the Selectmen made it clear the same legal procedure for 
selling and advertising is followed for each piece of property. Voted on 
by a show of hands, and approved unanimously. 


To transact any other business which may legally come before this 
meeting. 


Article 15 was read by Mr. Peter. Mrs. Lounder made a motion for the 
Selectmen to be instructed to obtain an estimate to re-wire the Town 
Hall. Mrs. Malott seconded, voted on by a show of hands, and approved 
unanimously. 


Mr. Lounder voiced concerns about mandatory recycling at the dump. 
However, it was pointed out that the Town voted two years ago to adopt 


iZ 


mandatory recycling. A motion was made and seconded to have the Select- 
men study the possibility of adopting a fee schedule for the dump similar 
to that used by the City of Keene. In addition, a motion was made and 
seconded to develop a 5-member solid waste committee to study the Town's 
waste problems and to report to the Selectmen and next year's Town Meet- 
ing members. Mr. Lounder, Mr. Calhoun, and Mr. Cushing volunteered to be 
on the committee. Both motions were voted on by a show of hands, and 
approved unanimously. 


Several people voiced concern about the 1986 Town Meeting minutes not 
being printed in this year's Town Report. Mr. Dauphin explained that 
legally, the printing of the minutes is not a requirement. Mr. Peter, 
however, reminded the Selectmen it is the wishes of the townspeople to 
have the minutes published. The Selectmen agreed to print the Town 
Meeting minutes in the future. They were further instructed to include 
as much Town information as possible in the Town Report, and to advertise 
the report's availability. Voted on by a show of hands, and approved 
unanimously. 


Mr. Dauphin informed the Meeting Members of the Town's purchase of the 
Foss property, and asked for advice as to what to do with the property. 
He explained the building poses a liability and a motion was made and 
seconded to incorporate the land into the Town Office property and for 
the Selectmen to advertise for the removal of the building. Voted on by 
a show of hands, and approved unanimously. 


The Selectmen received a standing ovation for their efforts and hard work 
in 1987. 


Mr. Lounder made a motion to dissolve the meeting at 10:33 p.m. It was 
seconded, and the meeting then dissolved.

An Ordinance to promote the health, safety, morals, convenience and 
general welfare of the community by regulating and restricting the use 
and construction of buildings and premises in the Town of Gilsum, New 


Hampshire. 


ARTICLE I - Preamble 


In pursuance of authority conferred by New Hampshire Revised Sta- 
tutes Annotated (RSA), and for the purpose of promoting the health, 
safety, morals, prosperity, convenience or general welfare, as well as 
efficiency and economy in the process of development of the incorporated 
Town of Gilsum, New Hampshire, by securing safety from fire, panic and 
other dangers, providing adequate areas between buildings and various 
rights of way, by preserving the rural charm now attached to our town, 
the promotion of good civic design and arrangements, wise and efficient 
expenditure of public funds, and the adequate provision of public utili- 
ties and other public requirements, and by other means, now therefore 
the following Ordinance is hereby enacted by the voters of the Town of 
Gilsum, New Hampshire, in official meeting convened. 


ARTICLE II. = Districts 


For the purpose of this ordinance the Town of Gilsum is divided 
into districts as follows: 


A. Village Residential District 
B. Rural Residential District

D. Flood Plain overlay

A. VILLAGE RESIDENTIAL DISTRICT 
1. No residential building shall house more than two dwelling 
units for permanent residents. No dwelling unit shall house 
more than one family. Only one residential building per Lot 
of Record shall be allowed. 
2. Physical parameters of Lot: 
a. minimum size shall be one (1) acre; 
b. front setback shall be 30 feet; 
ce side and rear setbacks shall be 20 feet; 
d the lot shall have a minimum of 175 feet of frontage on a 
public highway which provides access to the lot. In the 
case of a corner lot, this minimum frontage requirement 
can only be met by taking into account frontage on one 
public highway. 
3. Building parameters: 
a. Minimum dwelling area shall be 700 square feet for each 
family; 
b. building shall not exceed 35 feet in height; 
ce no mobile homes will be allowed.

All residences or other building(s) requiring plumbing facili- 
ties shall be connected to a sewage disposal system approved 
by the New Hampshire Water Sunply and Pollution Control Com- 
mission (RSA 149-E:3).

b. tourist homes; 
c. business and professional offices; 
d criteria for permitted usage other than dwelling units:

(2) No more than six employees, including family mem- 
bers, may be engaged in the business.

C. INDUSTRIAL/COMMERCIAL ZONE 


1. 


Physical parameters of Lot: 

a. Minimum size shall be two (2) acres; 

b. front setback shall be 50 feet; 

c. side and rear setbacks shall be 20 feet; 

d road frontage shall be at least 175 feet. This shall be 
on one road if a corner lot. 

Building parameters: 

a. Minimum building area shall be 700 square feet; 

b. maximum building height shall not exceed 35 feet; 

c. no mobile homes will be allowed. 

d Minimum building to land ratio shall be one square foot 
of building including al] accessory buildings to three 
square feet of land area. 

e. Parking: The following are minimums for various types of 
occupations (parking space per enclosed building area). 


Restaurant - one per 100 square feet 
Offices - one per 200 square feet 
Manufacturing - one per 1000 square feet 
Warehouses - one per 3000 square feet 


f. Adequate and safe off-street loading and unloading areas 
are to be provided. 

Required plumbing facilities shall be connected to a sewage 

disposal system approved by the New Hampshire Water Supply and 

Pollution Control Commission. 

All uses other than residential in this zone must obtain site 

plan approval by the Planning Board before a building permit 

shall issue. 

The parcel bounded and described as follows shall be the 

Industrial Zone: 

a. A tract of land now containing the Blackstock-Houghton 
Company, commencing at the south side of the Ashuelot 
River Bridge on Route 10 at the north end of Gilsum 
Village, thence south and west on the south bank of the 
Ashuelot River to the Sullivan-Gilsum Town Line, thence

ARTICLE III - GENERAL PROVISIONS 


JUNK YARDS. No junk yard or place for storage of discarded machin- 

ery, or other scrap materials shall be maintained in any district, 

except Motor Vehicle junk yards which may be permitted as per RSA 

236:112-129. The junkyard operator must secure yearly permits as 

required by RSA 236:122. This permit shall be in accordance with 

the State Laws of New Hampshire. 

DILAPIDATED BUILDINGS. No owner or occupant of land in any dis- 

trict shall permit dilapidated buildings, buildings damaged by fire 

or other catastrophe to remain, but must remove, repair or replace 
such building, bringing it into cnformity with all then existing 
federal, state and local laws within one year. 

Any uses that may be obnoxious or injurious by reason of the pro- 

duction or emission of odor, dust, smoke, refuse matter, fumes, 

noise, vibrations, or similar conditions, or that are dangerous to 
the comfort, peace, enjoyment, health, or safety of the community 
or lending to its disturbance or annoyance are prohibited in any 
district. 

SEWER DISPOSAL. All sewer disposal shall be approved by the State 

of New Hampshire before any new construction, additions, expansion 

or change of use of existing building(s) 

DRIVEWAYS. No driveway shall be constructed without first obtain- 

ing a driveway permit from the Board of Selectmen if on a town 

road, or from the State of New Hampshire if on a state road. 

DEVELOPMENT OF REAR LOTS: 

1. An individual lot of record at the time of adoption of this 
ordinance may be built upon, provided that there is a deeded 
right of way allowing access to a town or state road. Such 
usage of land shall conform to all regulations of that dis- 
trict, except road frontage, in which case the average width 
of the lot must be at least as wide or exceed the required 
frontage. 

bi No rear lot may be subdivided without extending an approved 
street to an existing public highway. 

a. All roads thus built shall have a minimum right of way of 
fifty feet. 

b. The radius of center line curve shall be 100 feet mini- 
mum. 

c. Angle of road at intersection shall be not less than 
sixty degrees. 

d. Street grades shall be a maximum of 12%. 

e. Property lines at intersections shall be rounded with a 
minimum radius of twenty feet. 

f. All roads shall be built in accordance with New Hampshire 
Department of Public Works and Highways Geometric and | 
Structural Guides for Local Roads and Streets, except all 
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roads shal] have a finish surface consisting of three 
inches (3") of hot bituminous. 

EXCAVATION of sand and gravel shall be permitted in all rural dis- 

tricts. Licensing shall be in accordance with RSA 155-E:1-11 in- 

clusive. In addition, all existing gravel banks must submit to 
licensing within 12 months of the establishment of this ordinance. 

MOBILE HOMES must meet all the requirements of conventional hous- 

ing. This includes, but is not limited to, the following: 

1. Must be placed on a permanent foundation with wheels and axles 
removed. 

2. Must be certified to meet State Energy Codes. 

3. Must meet National electrical codes in existance at the time 
of adoption of this ordinance, or at the time of manufacture 
of mobile home if later than the date of this ordinance. 

4. Must meet BOCA plumbing codes in existance at the time of 
adoption of this ordinance or at the time of manufacture of 
mobile home if later than the date of this ordinance. 

5. Must meet Life Safety Codes in existance at the time of adop- 
tion of this ordinance. 

6. Floor.area shall be not less than 700 square feet. 

7. There shall be no more than one Mobile Home for every six 
residential dwellings. 

NON-CONFORMING PRE-EXISTING USES 

1. All non-conforming properties in active use in lawful opera- 
tion at the time of the passage of this amendment to the ordi- 
nance may continue in their present use. 

Z. If a use is discontinued or abandoned for one year, it shall 
thereafter conform to the regulations for the district, and 
the nonconforming use may not thereafter be resumed. 

3. Any existing non-conforming use may be changed to another 
non-conforming use provided the Board of Adjustment finds that 
the proposed use is more in conformity with the zoning dis- 
trict than the then existing non-conforming use. 

4, If any non-conforming building is destroyed by fire or other 
casualty, such building may be reconstructed within one year, 
provided that it then complies with all federal, state and 
local building codes, and that the prior non-conformity not he 
altered nor expanded. The Board may grant by special excep- 
tion a one (1) year extension beyond the original year for 
just cause. 


1. Signs in residential districts must not be over 16 square feet 
in area and only one sign per building lot will be allowed. 

2 Signs in commercial/industrial district must not be over 32 
square feet in area. 

3. Only signs advertising business in Gilsum will be permitted 
and may be placed only on the property of said business. 

4 Directional signs of not over four square feet shall be per- 
mitted. 
a. Such directional signs must not be placed within the 

right of way of any road. 

b. Permission from landowner must be obtained. 

ve Illumination shall be only by continuous nonflashing non- 
colored light. 
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ARTICLE IV - ENFORCEMENT 


A. It shall be the duty of the Board of Selectmen, and the Board is 
hereby given power and authority to enforce the provisions of the 
ordinance. 

B. There shall be an Inspector of Buildings who shall administer the 
provisions of this ordinance 

C. The Building Inspector shall not issue a permit unless the applica- 
tion is in accordance with federal, state and local law, including 
the provisions of this ordinance and the Town of Gilsum's building 
regulations. 

D. Upon any well-founded information that this ordinance is being 
violated, the Selectmen shall take immediate steps to enforce the 
provisions of this ordinance by seeking an injunction in the 
Superior Court or by any other legal action. 


ARTICLE V - BOARD OF ADJUSTMENT 


Within thirty days after the adoption of this ordinance and there- 
after as terms expire or vacancies occur, the Board of Selectmen shall 
make appointments to the Board of Adjustment of five members conforming 
in duties to the provisions of RSA Chapter 673. Thereafter, as terms 
expire or vacancies occur, the appointing authority shall be responsible 
for filling vacancies and maintaining full membership on the Board of 
Adjustment. The Board of Adjustment shall conform in membership and 
term of office to the provisions of RSA Chapter 673. 


ARTICLE VI - AMENDMENTS 


This ordinance may be amended by a majority vote of any legal town 
meeting when such amendment is published in the warrant calling for the 
meeting, or when such amendment has received a public hearing, which 
hearing has been advertised and given a legal fifteen day notice, in 
accordance with Chapter 675, N.H. Revised Statutes Annotated. 


ARTICLE VII - PENALTY 


Any violation of this ordinance is punishable by a civil fine for 
each day that such violation is found by a court to continue after the 
conviction date, or after the date on which the violator receives 
written notice from the Town of Gilsum that he is in violation of such 
ordinance, whichever date is earlier. 


ARTICLE VIII - SAVING CLAUSE 


The invalidity of any provisions of this ordinance shall not affect 
the validity of any other provision. 


ARTICLE IX - WHEN EFFECTIVE 
This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 


ARTICLE X - APPEAL 


Notwithstanding the foregoing provisions of this ordinance if an 
owner feels that he is suffering any hardship as a result of these 
provisions, he may appeal to the Board of Adjustment for relief per 


RSA 674:33. 
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DEFINITIONS 


For the purpose of this ordinance, certain terms are defined as 


provided in this section. 


A. 


ACCESSORY BUILDING. Any subordinate building or portions of the 
main building, the use of which is customarily incidental to that 
of the main building on the same lot or premises and which is used 
primarily by the occupants of the main building. 


BUILDING. A structure designed, built or occupied as a shelter or 
roofed enclosure for persons, animals or property 


BUILDING, HEIGHT. The vertical distance measured from the average 
level of the lot grade to the highest point of the roof, excluding 
chimneys, ventilators, tanks and other accessory features required 
above the roof. Also excluded are: towers, spires, domes and 
similar ornamental features, if not used for living purposes; 
barns, silos, and other farm buildings and structures required for 
agricultural purposes; and towers for transmission and communica- 
tion lines, radio towers, fire towers, water towers and airplane 
beacons. 


DEEDED RIGHT-OF-WAY means a strip of land over which legal right of 
passage has been granted. 


DIRECTIONAL SIGNS provide information to reach a specific destina- 
tion. 


DWELLING UNIT. A building or structure used in whole or in part 
for human habitation 


FAMILY. Any number of persons all of whom are related by blood, 
adoption or marriage, or no more than four persons who are living 
together as a single housekeeping unit and any one of which is not 
related by blood, adoption or marriage to all the others. 


FRONTAGE. That portion of a lot bordering on a public highway. 

In case of lots bordering on more than one public highway, the 
boundary on only one public highway may be used to meet the minimum 
requirements for frontage. 


HIGHWAY RIGHT-OF-WAY shall mean the width from one extreme edge to 
the opposite edge of highway easement of a State or Town road. 

This is usually considerably wider than the traveled portion of the 
highway. 

HOME OCCUPATION. A use conducted by the inhabitants of a dwelling, 
or accessory building, which use is clearly incidental and second- 
ary to the use of the premises for dwelling purposes and does not 
Change the residential character thereof. 


JUNK means any old metals, old bottles, cloth waste, paper waste, 
old rubber products, plastic parts, two or more unregistered motor 
vehicles, or any other second-hand or discarded articles, the accu- 
mulation of which is detrimental or injurious to the neighborhood. 


LOT. A plot of land capable of being occupied, in conformity with 
these regulations by one principle building and the accessory 
building or uses customarily incident to it. 
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M. LOT, REAR. A lot meeting all other requirements of the district in 
which it is located, but which has no frontage on a public highway. 
It is situated to the rear of and abutting to property with front- 
age on a public highway. 


N. MOBILE HOME. A dwelling designed to be transported in its entirety 
on its own set of wheels and axles. 


0. NON-CONFORMING BULDING/USE. The use of any building, structure or 
land existing at the time of enactment of this Ordinance, or any 
amendments thereto, which does not conform in whole or in part to 
the provisions of this Ordinance or its amendments. 


P. PERMANENT FOUNDATION. The construction necessary to provide ade- 
quate support of any structure, consisting of materials impervious 
to rotting. Such foundations must extend four feet below grade 
level. An Alaskan slab may be used in lieu of below-grade footing 
provided building erected thereon has no physical connection with a 
building on a below grade foundation. 


Q. PERMANENT RESIDENT means an individual or family using any building 
continuously as a residence for a period of six months or more. 


R. PUBLIC HIGHWAY. A street which is a Class V or better highway, or 
which corresponds in its location and lines with: (1) a street 
shown on the official map; or (2) a street on a subdivision plat 
approved by the Planning Board; or (3) a street on a street plat 
made by and adopted by the Planning Board; or (4) a street located 
and accepted by the local legislative body of the municipality, 
after submission to the Planning Board, and, in case of the Plan- 
ning Board's disapproval, by the favorable voted required in RSA 
674:40; or is a Class VI highway, provided that (a) the Town after 
review and comment by the Planning Board has voted to authorize the 
issuance of building permits for the erection of buildings on said 
Class VI highway or a portion thereof; and (b) the Town neither 
assumes responsibility for maintenance of said Class VI nor liabil- 
ity for any damages resulting from the use thereof; and (c) prior 
to the issuance of a building permit, the applicant shall produce 
evidence that notice of the limits of municipal responsibility and 
liability has been recorded in the County Registry of Deeds. 


SS: SETBACK. The minimum distance between the nearest portion of a 
building (including porches, decks, steps or other such portions of 
the building), and a lot line, right-of-way line, or a street line, 
whichever is closest. 

T. TOURIST HOME shall mean any building consisting of a room or group 
of rooms located in one building where overnight accommodations for 
sleeping and eating are available for a price.

ESTABLISHMENT OF BUILDING REGULATIONS 
AND 
AUTHORIZATION OF A BUILDING INSPECTOR 


ARTICLE I - BUILDING INSPECTOR 


The Inspector of Buildings shall be appointed by the Selectmen 
annually and shall be the administrative officer of this ordinance. He 
shall receive applications and fees for the erection or alteration of 
buildings and electric wiring thereof as provided in this ordinance; 
shall keep complete records of all applications and his action on the 
applications; promptly survey and inspect al] buildings, alterations, 
and uses proposed, and may issue permits for erection, alteration, or 
remodeling of all buildings, and the use of land, if in his opinion the 
proposal complies with federal, state and local laws. In any instance 
where license or permit fees for uses are required, his permits shal] 
constitute only an approval whereby the proper authority may issue a 
license upon payment of required fees. The Building Inspector shall act 
in cooperation with the Fire Warden in any matter in which their duties 
as prescribed by law may coincide or conflict. The Building Inspector 
shall take such action in the enforcement of this ordinance as may be 
directed by the Board of Selectmen. 


ARTICLE II - PERMITS 


A. No application for a permit required by this ordinance shall re- 
ceive action by the Building Inspector unless made in writing. All 
applications for a permit to build, construct, alter or remodel any 
building shall be accompanied by a sketch or plan of the proposed 
building or alterations, and a statement of its intended use when 
built, constructed, altered or remodeled. A building permit shall 
become void unless operations are commenced within six (6) months 
from date of approval, unless such time is extended by the Building 
Inspector. The exterior shall be completed within two years unless 
such time is extended by the Building Inspector. 


B. After passage of this ordinance, it shall be unlawful to erect any 
building or perform any alterations to any building in any district 
without first obtaining a building permit from the Building 
Inspector. 


C. No permit shall be required for repairing where the total cost of 
such work, including material and labor, will not exceed two thou- 
sand dollars ($2 000) and the building is neither enlarged nor al- 
tered and the purpose for which the building is to be used is not 
changed. Excluded are accessory buildings of less than 100 sq.ft. 
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TEMPORARY PERMIT for not more than six months may be issued by the 
Building Inspector for the purpose of providing temporary housing 
during construction of a permanent dwelling. 


The dwelling under this Temporary Permit may retain its wheels 
and does not need to be placed on a permanent foundation. 
Provision must be made to provide potable water and proper 
sewage disposal. 


2. Temporary Permit may be renewed for six months at a time up to 
a maximum of twenty-four months, after which time the mobile 
home must be removed or permanently set-up as described in 
this ordinance within thirty days. 


Upon receiving such application the Building Inspector shall 
promptly take such action as may be indicated in the way of in- 
vestigation or public hearings to acquaint himself with the merits 
of the application. He may, without judging the application on its 
merits, refer the application to the Board of Adjustment. If, how- 
ever, he finds the proposed building alteration, or use of build- 
ings to conform with the law and this ordinance he may at once 
issue the permit in writing over his signature. If he finds the 
proposal in any conflict with the law or this ordinance he shal] 
fix whatever restrictions or conditions on the proposed construc- 
tion or use as may be in his best judgment, right and proper, or 
for reasonable cause refuse the permit. 


FEES. The Building Permit Fee shall be established at the discre- 
tion of the Selectmen and will be posted and filed with the Town 
Clerk. This fee is in addition to any and all inspection fees that 
may be required by federal, state and local regulations. 


ARTICLE III - CODE COMPLIANCE 


No building or structure shall be erected, altered, rebuilt, sub- 
stantially repaired, or remodeled unless in compliance with the 
following codes as amended: 


Building Officials Code of America (BOCA) Building Code 

BOCA Plumbing Code 

National Electrical Code 

National Fire Prevention Association Code 

Any building built for or converted to public use shall comply 
with Life Safety Codes.

Upon any well-founded information that this ordinance is being violated, 
the Selectmen shall, on their own initiative, take immediate steps to 
enforce the provisions of this ordinance by seeking an injunction in the 
Superior Court or other appropriate legal action. 


ARTICLE V - TAKES EFFECT 


This ordinance shall take effect upon its passage. 


ARTICLE VI - CONFLICTING PROVISIONS 


Whenever the regulations made under the authority hereof differ from 
those described in any statute, ordinance, or other regulations, that 
provision which imposes the greater restriction or the higher standard 
shall govern.

The circulation figure for the year reached 3,071. Of this total, 1739 were 
adult books, 906 were children's books, and 426 were magazines 


Three new magazines, PREVENTION, a health magazine, PARENTING, and MONADNOCK 
MAGAZINE, have been added to those which the library already receives. The 
library receives a total of 20 magazines covering subjects of business, 
country living, crafts, current events, gardening, home economics, nature, 
news, sports, and wildlife. 


This year, we made a substantial addition to our easy-reader books and we also 
bought a new set of the WORLD BOOK ENCYCLOPEDIA. The library's permanent col- 
lection is constantly being updated. Books not available from our library may 
be obtained through the New Hampshire State Library. 


Volunteers, Lois Hastings, Ruth Maine and Judy Malott, have taken a count of 
the books in the library. We have 6821 young adult, adult fiction, adult 
non-fiction and reference books and 2210 children's fiction, children's 
non-fiction and children's paperbacks, for a total of 9031 books in the Gilsum 
Public Library. The adult non-fiction books have also been weeded out. 
Volunteer worker Laura Partridge has started typing catalog cards for the new 
books. 


Book donations are always welcome. Our thanks to everyone who contributed 
books to the library in the past year. 


Fifteen children took part in the summer reading program, entitled "Big Foot 
Visits Gilsum." A party was held at the end of the program with refreshments 
and prizes for all participants. 


The library has served as a base for the blood pressure screening program 
provided by the Home Health Care and Community Services. The nurse is here 
every first Wednesday of every odd month. All Gilsum residents are encouraged 
to come.
